POOR lENZ'S FATE. 



The year old mystery of the disappear- 
ance of the bicyclist Lenz hat been 
solved at last, as shown by the following 
cablegram received at the State Depart- 
ment from United States Minister Terrill 
at Pera, the summer residence of the Di- 
plomatic Corps, near Constantinople: 

"British Consul at Erzeroum informs 
me that Lenz the 'cyclist was murdered 
near Dahar by five Kurds, whose names 
he K'ves. Arrest and punishment de- 
manded by me at the Sublime Porte, and 
the co operation of British Consul re 
quested." 

Lenz was making a tour of the world 
on a bicycle, uuder tbe suspices of a New 
York periodical. He was last heardffrom 
personally in a letter dated at Tabriz la 
Persia, in April, 1894. He met his death 
at a point in Armenia, only fifty mile* 
East of Erzeroum, and when just about 
to emerge from the semi barbarous coun- 
tries of Asia in Europe, where he would 
have been in bodily safety.

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The House of Commons Reduces the 
Minister of War's Salary. 



London. June 22.— The downfall of 
the Rosebery government came Friday 
night rather unexpectedly, although 
so long anticipated. By a majority of 
seven the house of commons adopted 
an amendment to the war department 
bill reducing the salary of Campbell- 
Hannerman, minister of war, by £100. 
The latter gave notice of his resigna- 
tion, and the cabinet meets Saturday 
to decide whether to resign in a 
body. It is difficult to see how it is 
possible to avoid appealing at once to 
the country. The overthrow of the lib- 
eral government seems Inevitable, and 
the time of attack has been carefull; 
planned by the opposition. The queei 
is on her way from Scotland to Wind 
sor, where she will arrive Saturday 
morning, and where she probably ex- 
pects to receive an official call from 
the prime minister, 

The scene in the house Friday night, 
when the critical division was taken, 
was one of greater excitement than 
has been seen since the defeat of the 
government in lSSrV The liberal lead- 
ers of the bouse were astonished at the 
result of the division, and even now 
are unable to account for it. The; 
at first accused the opposition of play 
ing them a trick by quietly summon 
ing all their reserves without warn 
ing. but this wae easily refuted by th« 
record presently, which showed thai 
defeat was caused solely by defection! 
in their own ranks, and then thf 
critical nature of the situa 
tlon began to be appreciated 
Soon after came the news ol 
Campbell- Bannerman's resignation, 
and then there was a general con- 
vict ion that it would be impossible for 
the present government to remain 
longer in office. Few members of

Holtknau, June 22.— Emperor Wil- 
liam visited the Russian armored crull- 
er Rurik at 0:30 Friday morninir and 
subsequently laid the last stone of the 
Baltic and North sea canal, in the 
presence of many thousands of specta- 
tors. The weather was brilliant 

After visiting- the Russian armored 
cruiser Rurik at B:30 Friday morninjr, 
Empeoror William laid the last stone 
of the Baltic and North sea canal in 
the presence of many thousands of 
spectators. The weather was brilliant 
and the ceremony took place in the 
open air and not in the lijrht-house ad- 
joining' the sluice, ai at first contem- 
plated. The scene of the ceremony 
was embelished by handsome designs 
in landscape gardening, and the light- 
house standing close to the spot, 
showed the three bronze reliefs of Em- 
peror William I., Frederick lit, find 
William IL Under the relief me iallion 
of Emperor William L, it a black mar- 
ble tablet, on which is engraved in gilt 
lettering, "His majesty, Emperor Wil- 
liam L| laid the corner stone of the 
Baltic canal on June 3. 1887. and ac- 
companied his blows with the hammer 
by the words. 'In honor of United Ger- 
many, to her perfect welfare, in token 
of her might and power.' " 

The light-house and the block of 
masonry into which the emperor 
placed the finishing sone, were sur- 
rounded by enormous scaffolding, ris- 
ing in a semi-circle and affording seats 
for about 15,000 people. In laying the 
stone the emperor said: "In memory 
of Emperor William, the Great, I chris- 
ten this canal, the Kaiser Wilhelm 
canal." His majesty then tapped the 
atone three times with a mallet, say- 
ing: "In the name of the Triune God, 
In honor of Emperor William, to the 
weal of Germany and the welfare of 
nations." 

CLEVELAND'S AFFLICTION. 



Washington. Jnne 22.— There has 
been some comment here upon the fact 
that when President Cleveland left this 
eity be was accompanied as far as 
Jersey City by Dr. O'Reilly, and that 
Dr. Bryant met the party at the latter 
city and accompanied him to Gray Ga- 
bles. Dr. O'Reilly is an army surgeon, 
who seems to have been detailed as a 
sort of body guard to the president 
who la accompanied on all his trips by 
either a physician or an army surgeon. 
Hi* appearance indicates good health, 
but it has been whispered in certain 
circles that he is subject to severe and 
audden attacks of rheumatism in the 
chest, and that Dr. O'Reilly recently 
saved his life with great difficulty dur- 
ing one of his spasma It is known that 
Mr. Cleveland is very apprehensive of 
his condition, and he prefers to have a 
physician near him. On his long fish- 
ing trips Dr. O'Reilly usually accom- 
panies him. It has been announced 
that Mr. Cleveland does not expect to 
return to Washington until October, 
and that he will devote the summer 
to ashing and Improving his estate at 
Gray Gablea Dr. Bryant is expected 
to remain at Gray Gables for several 
weeks. 

O0MPIL1KG ALL SCHOOL LAWS. 

Washington, June 22 —The bureau 
of education is making a compilation 
of the school laws of various states. It 
will show that the regulations as to ap- 
pointment and qualification of teach- 
ers and their methods of teaching vary 
greatly in the different sections of the 
country.

Nk\v York, June 22.— The steamship 
Portia, which leaves lirooklyn Satur- 
day, will tarry the members of the 
Greenland Scientific expedition of 1 80S 
to St. Johos. Newfoundland. Uere 
they will board the steam barkeuti 
Kite. Capt. John Ilartlett. master, and 
will sail for Greenland about July 1. 

The expedition will be under the di- 
rection of Mra Peary's brother. Emil 
Diebitsch, of Washington, and th< 
party will be composed of Prof. Rollin 
D. Salsbury.of Chicago university; Prof. 
L. L. Dyche, of the Kansas State uni- 
versity; Theodore Le Bouttllier, of 
Philadelphia, and Dr. John E Walsh, 
of Washington. The only passenger 
will be Echl-Och-A. better known as 
Bill, the little Eskimo girl, who during 
the past winter has resided with Mrs 
IVary in Washington.
